WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP)— 
The House voted today to put the 
draft on a standby basis until next 
year. 

It accepted an amendment by 
Representative Shafer (Rep.), 
Michigan, to postpone registration 
and inductions until after Jan, 31. 
The standing vote was 125 to 90. 
The amendment may be subject to 
a rolicall later. ' 

Republican leaders were driving 
to finish with the bill before 
nightfall, although opponents were 
delaying the proceedings as much 
as possible. 

Earlier ,the House had refused 
to give blanket exemption from 
the draft to all World War I 
veterans. 

Shafer’s would defer in- 
ductions until.the President pro- 
claims that the armed forces can- 
not get enough volunteers. It 
calls for a stepped-up recruiting 
—— between now and Jan. 


President Could Act. 

If the services do not have the 
men they need by then, it pro- 
vides that they should report that 
fact to Congress. The President 
could then order registrations and 
draft inductions to begin at ‘once. 

The Shafer amendment replaces 
one approved to defer 
drafting for at least 90 day. after 
enactment of a draft law. A 
dential proclamation was 
under that amendment, but it.

Gumey was floor 
manager for the two-year draft 
measure passed by the Senate.

“When a fish strikes, the at- 
tendant merely pushes a button.

Action Sets Record on 
Number of Reversals 
by Any Congress in 
Such a Short Period— 
297 to 102 Vote.

WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP)— 
Congress made history today by 
passing major legislation over 
President Truman’s veto for the 
third time in four days. 

The No. 3 bill is one letting rail- 
roads make rate agreements of a 
kind now barred by anti-trust 
laws. 

Final action was completed by 
the House, The House vote was 
297 to 102. This was 31 votes more 
than the two thirds needed to 
make the measure law over Tru- 
man’s objections. 

Sixty-nine Democrats joined 228 
Republicans in voting to override. 
Four Republicans, 96 Democrats 
and the two American Labor 
party members voted to sustain 
the President, 

The Senate overrode the veto 
63 to 25 yesterday. 

The new law provides that rail- 
roads ‘and other surface carriers 
cannot be prosecuted under the 
anti-trust laws for getting togeth- 
er and making agreements on 
rates and fares, provided the 
agreements are approved by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
The ICC is the Government’s 
agency for regulating railroads, 

When Truman vetoed it, he 
called the bill “inconsistent” with 
a “vigorous dnti-monopoly pro- 
gram.” 

Congressional officials said the 
overriding of three vetoes within 
a week is a record not equaled by 
any other Congress. 

Last Monday the Senate and th 
House put on the law books over 
the President’s objections a_ so- 
cial: security bill which Truman 
asserted would bar 750,000 persons 
from old-age benefits. 

Yesterday the two branches nul- 
lified his veto of a $975,914,700 ap- 
propriation bill which the Presi- 
dent rejected because it transfers 
the United States employment 
service from the Labor Depart- 
ment to the Federal Security 
agency. 

There were votes to spare in both 
cases. A liberal sprinkling of 
Democrats joined Republicans to 
rebuff the President. 

The House took the first veto 
vote yesterday, rejecting the ap- 
propriation veto by 288 to 113. The 
vote was 20 more than the re- 
quired two-thirds. 

The Senate vote on the money 
bill. was 72 to 17. Senators Don- 
nell and Kem of Missouri both 
voted to override. 

On the Bulwinkle bill, 16 Senate 

Democrats voted with 47 Republi- 
cans against the President, while 
22 Democrats were joined by 
three Republicans in the futile ef- 
fore to sustain Truman. Again 
both Donnell and Kem voted to 
override. 
The rate bill is the 137th Tru- 
man has vetoed since he became 
President. Most of them were 
minor measures. 

Truman’s record in less than 
one full term gives him third 
place for vetoes among the Ameri- 
can Presidents. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt, in a 
little more than three terms in 
office, vetoed 633 bills, according 
to the Library of Congress, Grover 
Cleveland, in two terms, vetoed 
584, and holds the record for total 
vetoes in a single four-year term— 
414 in his first occupancy of the 
White House.

The Board of Aldermen passed 
the enabling ordinance yesterday 
by a vote of 20 to 3, under sus- 
pension of rules. 

The bond issue, if- approved by 
two-thirds of those balloting on 
the proposal in November, would 
provide funds for wiping out the 
city’s “No. 1 Eyesore”-—the blight- 
ed area bounded by Grand boule 
vard and Olive, Market and Four- 
teenth streets. It. would also help 
finance rehabilitation of other 
slum areas, 

Comments on Action, 

Comments on the action of the 
Board of Aldermen follow: 

Walter W. Head, chairman of 
the St. Louis Anti-Slum Commis- 
sion and president of the General 
American Life Insurance Co.; “I 
am very highly pleased with the 
passage of the enabling ordinance 
and 1 am tremendously interested 
in seeing that the people of St. 


Louis are sufficiently informed on | 


the fundamental soundness of the | 
proposal to go to the polls in No-| 
vember and vote overwhelmingly | 
for the bond issue.” 

James L, Ford Jr., a vice presi- 
dent of the First. National Bank 
and chairman of the Anti-Slum 
Commission subcommittee which 
recommended the bond issue: “We 
are greatly pieased that the Board 
of Aldermen has passed by an 
overwhelming majority the neces- 
sary legislation looking .tqward 
passing of the bond issue. This 
action by our city fathers follows 
the unanimous action by our busi- 
ness interests, as represented by 
the Chamber of Commerce, and’ 
the unanimous action of the citi- 
zens’ interests,.as represented by 
the Council’ on Civic Needs, and 
should convinée all our people 
that the proposals for slum clear- 
ance are sound afid necessary.”

Bloodstains found on trousers 
belonging to Leonard M. Bayless 
were of the same type blood as 
that of Mrs. Gladys Taylor Hal- 
lenbeck, murdered divorcee, but 
were not of Bayless’s type, lab- 
oratory analysis revealed today. 

A report of the analysis, was 
made by Dr. R. B. H. Gradwohl 
after blood taken from Mrs. Hal- 
lenbeck’s body and stains from a 
pair of blué work trousers found 
at Bayless’s home were analyzed 
at the Gradwohl Laboratories. 
Bayless has straight A blood, a 
common type. Mrs. Hallenbeck 


had the raré A-1-B type with MN 
factor. 

The report states that the stains 
on Bayless’s trousers were made 
by blood of the A-B group, with 
the M factor present. The report 
concluded that the stains were 
from blood of the same type as 
Mrs, Hallenbeck’s blood. 

Dr. Gradwoh! explained that the 
MN factor appears in blood cells, 
as distinguished from the A, B 
and O types, present in both cells 
and blood serum. The N portion 
of the factor does not appear in

stains. Mrs. Hallenbeck was beat- 
en and kicked to death following 
a criminal attack in Tower Grove 
Park shortly before midnight -on 
Friday.

Police hereto- 
fore had been unable to trace Bay- 
less’s movements from the time 
other witnesses saw him in the 
park neighborhood until he ap- 
peared at his home. 


The witnesses, a man and his, 


wife living on Arsenal street near 
Oak Hill avenue, asked that their 
names be withheld temporarily. 
After viewing’ Bayless at police 
headquarters last night both said 
they are “reasonably certain” hw 
is the young man they saw ieave 
the park. They said they were 
sitting on their front porch when 
the man walked out of the park, 
crossed the street and hesitated 
in front of their home, looking 
directly at them. He then walked 
west, toward Kingshighway, the 
witnesses said. 

The information, while not posi- 
tive, is regarded by police investi- 
gators as important, as other wit- 
nesses have reported 
man.resembling Bayless enter the 
park with Mrs, Hallenbeck at 
Spring avenue, three blocks east 
of Oak Hill avenue, shortly before 
midnight. Oak Hill avenue and 
Arsenal] street is also the point at 
which Mrs. Hallenbeck’s wallet 
was found at the mouth of a sewer 
on Saturday morning at about the 
time her battered body was found 
lying beside a clump of bushes in 
the park, Police techniclang com- 
pared a fingerprint on the cellt- 
loid card holder in the wallet with 
Bayless’s fingerprints, but report- 
ed the print was too smudged to 
be used in evidence.

TO CIRCLE GLOBE, 
ENGINEER PREDICTS 


NEW YORK, June 17 (AP) — 
Planes powered by atomic energy 
and capable of circling the globe 
without a stop are predicted by 
Dr. Andrew Kalitinsky, an Oak 
Ridge (Tenn.) engineer, He told 
members of the metropolitan sec- 
tion of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers last night that the new 
atomic-powered aircraft would al- 
most certainly attain supersonic 
speeds in long-range flights.

NICOSIA, Cyprus, June 17—Re- 
sponsible British and American 
officials here estimate that one- 
fifth of the 24,000 Jews detained 
in Cyprus are Communists or fel- 
low travelers, and that approxi- 
mately 600 of them are agents of 
the Soviet Government. The offi- 
cials .:ving these figures have 
been working to ascertain for their 
governments the possibility of 
Israel being converted into a So- 
viet satellite. 

They define as Soviet agents 
Communists who have . been 
trained in Moscow for the express 
purpose of infiltrating the Zionist 
movement in the hope of establish- 
ing a Marxist dictatorship in Is- 
rael. 

They arrived at the 600 figure 
after repeated screenings of the 
various groups of illegal immi- 
grants who are being held in Cy- 
prus until such time as their fate 
is decided by the United Nations. 
Evidence on these persons is based 
on past and present membership 
in the Communist party, service 
with the Red army, Soviet decora- 
tions and commendations and 
their records in their countries of 
origin, 

Both the State Department in 
Washington and the Foreign Of- 
fice in London are in possession 
of this evidence, but neither has 
seen fit to publicize it for fear 
of being accused of anti-Semitism. 
Last February the British For- 
éign Office stated that a “consid- 
erable number” of Communists 
had been discovered among per- 
sons sailing from Romania and 
Bulgaria aboard the intercepted 
immigrant ships Pan York and 
Pan Crescent. The Foreign Office 
was subsequently accused of un- 
fairly trying to “smear” the Zion- 
ist cause, 


Sir Godfrey Collins, officer in 
charge of the island’s detention 
camps, was quoted in inspired dis- 
patches from Cyprus as having 
denied that there were any Com- 
munists among the 15,000 illegal 
immigrants aboard these ships. 
The fact is, however, that Sir God- 
frey made no such denial, The 
dispatches referred to were in- 
vented by the persons who sent 
them. 

Authorities here, though .si- 
lenced by propaganda, assure me 
that the Foreign Office statement 
actually underestimated the ex- 
tent of Communist infiltration 
among illegal immigrants’ to 
Palestine. 


Editor's Note: Leigh White, 
author of the above report, re- 
ported from the Holy Land last 
February that a Communist-dom- 
inated Jewish nationalist front 
was expected to appear there after 
the British evacuation.

“If we get suggestions we think 
are just, we will send them to the 
different parties and they will 
‘study them,” Bernadotte said. 

He plans to return to his 
Rhodes headquarters tomorrow.

$3,749,000,000 IS ALLOTTED 
NAVY FOR YEAR BY CONFEREES 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP)— 
The Navy will have about $3,749,- 
000,000 in the year beginning July 
1 under a compromise reached 
last night; Senator Saltonstall 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, said Senate 
and House members had agreed in 
conference on the appropriation. 
The bill must go to both houses 
for approval. Senate and House 
are expected to accept it. 

The Navy asked for $3,927,738,- 
700. This figure was cut $250,0065,- 
450 by the House. The Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee restored 
$125,437,000. In conference, Sal- 
tonstall said, the final restoration 
was fixed at “about” $63,000,000.

WASHINGTON, June 17 (UP)— 
The Air Force disclosed today 
that Capt. Charles E. Yeager, the 
25-year-old test pilot who first 
cracked the supersonic speed bar- 
rier, will try to fly the XS-1 rocket 
plane up to 1700 miles an hour— 
two and one-half times the speed 
of sound. 

Air’ Force spokesmen said they 
still don’t know how much faster 


than sound the XS-1 can travel. 
Yeager, and probably a few other 
military flyers, intend to find out, 

With the help of engine modifi- 
cations, they hope to fly the 
needle-nosed experimental rocket 
ship higher and faster than hu- 
man beings ever have flown. 

The hazardous tests presumably 
will be made at the Muroc (Calif.) 
experimental center where Yeager 
made the first supersonic flight 
in the XS-I Oct. 14, 1947. 

The flyers may try to hit an al- 
titude of 80,000 feet, almost 16 
miles above the earth, where the 
rarefied air make the speed of 
sound practically constant at 
about: 660 miles an hour.

35-Day Test 


of Survival Diet 


NEW YORK, June 17 (UP)— 
Ten army volunteers yesterday 
.. ended'their five week survival-ra- 
tion test under “life-raft condi- 
tions” with weight losses ranging 
from 25 to 35 pounds, 

Weakened but healthy, they ate 
their first “rescue meal,” of 
‘canned powdered ham and eggs, 
bread, jam and coffee. 

An Army spokesman said the 
men “have proved beyond a doubt 
that this new special ration, still 
a military secret, can properly 
sustain a person through an 
emergency.” ¢ 

The men were divided into five 
diet groups. The group that fared 
best ate about six ounces of a 
special protein ration a day, three 
and one-third eight ounce glasses 
of water, a multi-vitamin tablet 
and a fixed unit of salt. 

The men survived the test in 
good physical condition but their 
morale took a beating, the Army 
noted. When the test began, the 
men’s rooms were decorated with 
pictures of pin-up girls. When it 
ended, the pictures were of spa- 
ghetti and meat balls. 

After the first 10 days, the sol- 
diers became cross, acutely sensi- 
tive and irritable. Thereafter, the 


men’s nervousness tapered off to 
a general lassitude. 

Observers found that the sol- 
diers’ conversation was focused 
almost exclusively on food. After 
a while, there wasn’t much talk 
of any kind. The men reported 
numerous dreams of food, Sunday 
dinners and lavish banquets, One 
soldier said he repeatedly had 
“ice-box” nightmares.

VRSAC, Yugoslavia (Delayed). 
N the villages of the Vrsac district near the Romanian frontier, 
the Yugoslav Red Cross is caring for 920 Greek children. The 
Athens Government charges these children were abducted by

- Care of the children is largely 
in the hands of older Greek girls 
and women, assisted by trained 
Yugoslav Red* Cross workers. 
Now that the children have been 
restored in health, the main prob- 
lem is education. 

Few of the children can read 
or write, but lite classes have 
not been o because of 
lack of teachers and books. Re- 
cently, two teachers were found 
among adult refugees, and chil- 
dren's readers in Greek language 
are being printed in the Bulkes 
newspaper plant. In midsummer, 
classes will begin at Bela Crkva 
under the supervision of Nikos 
es, who for more than 
20 years taught school at Pondo 
in Thrace. 

Gickov said the children re- 
ceive fresh meat three times a 
a week and smoked meat three: 
other days. Fresh milk, potatoes, 
beans, cheese form the rest of 
the ration.

The sanitarium, a rambling one- 
story building formerly used as a 
rest home for Yugoslav children, 
is on a gmall plateau just be- 
neath the crest. of Kula, 1000 
feet above Vrsac. On a clear day 
you can look fear into Romania 
across the flat Voivodina plain. 
The flat space in front o% the 
sanitarium is cleared for a play- 
ground. 

In the mess hall, children had 
just finished lunch and were eat- 
ing cherries. There was a big 
picture of Marshal Josip (Tito) 
Broz and a smaller photo of Gen. 
Markos on the wall. Everything, 
including the children, had a well- 
scrubbed look. On either side of 
the mess hall were large airy 
dormitories with line of wooden 
beds, 

In northern Greece, I remember 
seeing children walk with bare, 
spindly legs through snow and 
mud on a bleak February day. 

Here, all had been given shoes 
and their rags replaced by cloth- 
ing of a sort. 

In Athens, I had heard stories 
that the Yugoslavs, having in- 
spired the kidnaping of Greek 
children, would bring them up as 
Communist savages and train 
them for the day they would re- 
Aurn to murder everyone on Kol- 
onaki Square. 

Gickovy laughed. “That's silly,” 
he said. “None of us knows the 
Greek language and, besides, 
these children are a little too 
young for lectures on Marxism. 
Their education is entirely in the 
hands of older Greeks, who so far, 
have taught them only their own 
folk dances and how to sing.” 

At Bela Crkva, a three-story 
stone elementary school had been 
converted into a dormitory for 
300 children. Konija Rosic, a 
Yugoslav Red Cross supervisor, 
said the general health was good 
except that a few children had 
relapses of malarial fever con- 
tracted in Greece. 

Most of the children were from 
the Florina district. Some had 
walked eight days moving from 
village to village at night. 


MEXICANS CANCEL 
TELEGRAPH, RADIO 
BY FOREIGN FIRMS 


Companies Given Year to 
Wind Up Affairs Before 
Government Takes Over. 


MEXICO,CITY, June 17 (AP)— 
The Government unexpectedly 


canceled the concessions of for- 


eign telegraph, cable and radio 
companies last night and gave 
them a year to wind up their af- 
fairs in Mexico, 

The communications department 
notified Mexican Telegraph Co., 
a New York firm founded in 1879, 
that Mexico’s own communica- 
tions net now is sufficiently de- 
veloped to handle national and in- 
ternational exchanges. 

It voided a 20-year concession 
granted the United States * com- 
pany. W Union, All America 
Cables and Postal Telegraph also 
were parties to the concession, but 
only Mexican Telegraph operates 
here. Western Union controls the 
company and officials say All 
America has an interest. 

Mexican Telegraph operates 
land lines from Mexico City to 
Vera Cruz and from Puerto Mex- 
ico to Salina Cruz, connecting 
with its cable to Galveston, via 
Tampico and Vera Cruz. It con- 
nects with Western Union at 
Galveston and with All America 
Cables at Salina Cruz. 


The Government is expected to | 


acquire the company’s lines, build- 
ings and equipment, but is concen- 
trating on radio rather than land 
wire and cable communications. 
No estimate of Mexican Tele- 
graph’s investment was given. 

In announcing the cancellation, 
the Government said it was follow- 
ing the constitution and Mexican 
communications law toward mak- 
ing communications a Government 
monopoly.

MERICAN relief and rehabili- 

tation officials are disturbed 

y the lack of co-operation they 
are getting in Greece. 

f the 16 Marshall plan coun- 
tries, they say, Greece is easily 
No. 16 in showing any inclination 
to help pull itself out of its post- 
War misery. 

Those who hold the bulk of this 
country’s wealth, for instance, 
show little confidence and not 
much interest in Greece’s future. 
They have been unwilling, say 
American relief men, to invest 
moncy in rebuilding or expanding 
industry. 

Furthermore, the national treas- 
ury itself has meager funds be- 
cause of the traditionally ineffici- 
ent tax collection system. 

In the last 60 days, some Greek 
money has come out of hiding, it 
is true; but the amount is paltry 
in comparison with the hundreds 
of millions poured into Greece by 
the United States. “Let Uncle Sap 
do it,” is the attitude. 


Others Help Themselves. 
Americans here note that Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands and Luxem- 
bourg help their own recovery. 
Even Britain’s three-quarter-speed 


Socialist bureaucracy is showing 
progress. France is making head- 
way. Italy is rebuilding und in- 
creasing production. ' 

In comparison, Greece is sitting 
still, taking full advantage of 
America’s program for fighting 
Communism with dollars. It looks 
like too good a thing. The Greeks 
themselves are not using many 
dollars or many drachma to fight 
Communism. They are fighting 
the “battle of interest rates” in 
Cairo. 

United States officials reveal 
that some of the other Marshall 
plan countries have agreed to see 
what they can do about it, Next/ 
time the 16 nations meet, repre- 
sentatives of at least half a dozen 
plan to draw the Greek repre- 
sentatives aside and appeal tw 
them to try and make a “better 
showing.” 

But prospects are that the 
Greek situation may get worse, 
instead of better. A cabinet crisis 
is feared next month. If it comes, 
the extreme rightists apparently 
will be able to take over anything 
they want. Thus far they have 
permitted middle-of-the-road WLib- 
erals to hold a number of key). 
cabinet positions because’ the 
United States has insisted, but 
they have parliamentary votes to 
do as they like. 

Indication of the Greek rightist 
attitude has cropped up recently. 
A member of Parliament declared 
that the United States must send 
Greece at least 500 heavy guns at 
once to fight the Reds in the 
mountains. He was unaware that 
the better-informed and more hon- 
est Greek army chief already had 
told the United States that 96 
were all that could be used at this 
time. 

While the Grabbing Is Good, 


Many Greeks apparently are out 
to get all they can from the U.S. 
while the grabbing is good.

T ping around for a Secretary 
of Labor to succeed the late 
Judge Schwellenbach, Its friends 
are candidly told that nobody at

Presidential Aide John R, Steel- 
man, who was left behind to do 
the housekeeping here while the 
others campaigned, is a labor-re- 
lations expert. But he prefers to 
keep his present job close to the 
throne; when it is ended he will 
return to the private practice he 
left in New York to join Presi- 
dent Truman, 

The only real career possibility 
in the department, Under Secre- 
tary Morse, chose instead the 
$20,000-a-year director - general- 
ship of the International Labor 
Organization. Assistant Secretary 
Gibson has been too deeply in- 
volved in CIO infighting to be 
acceptable. 

Any President’s cabinet is 
doubly important to him at cam- 
paign time, Negatively, they are 
fair game for partisan attack, 
Affirmatively, their prestige, their 
campaigning abilities, their politi- 
cal standing within their own 
states or regions, can Mean every- 
thing to him. 

Ickes’s Blow at Willkie. 

Probably the best blow struck 
at Wendell Willkie in 1940 was the 


then Secretary of Interior Ickes’s 
gibe: “The. barefoot boy from Wall 
Street.” 

In this, as in his other predica- 
ments, President Truman’s prob- 
lems are painfully obvious. His 
cabinet, in some respects abler 
than his predecessor’s, is virtually 
no use to him in what—assuming 
he will be renominated and Tru- 
man does assume it—will certainly 
ve one of the hardest fights any 
President has ever had to wage, 

Secretary of State Marshall can 
hardly take a prominent part in 
view of the bipartisan foreign 
policy, even if he-were willing and 
suited to it. National Defense 
Secretary Forrestal is violently un- 
popular in vital territory because 
his view of what constitutes na- 
tional security made him, in ef- 
fect, pro-Arab.

Justice Douglas, speaking for 
five members of the court, found 
unconstitutional an ordinance 


barring sound trucks and loud 
speakers on the streets and in 
public places, except as permitted 
by the City’s Chief of Police. Aft- 
er considering the relation of 
such a prohibition to freedom of 
speech, religion and assembly, he 
said: 

“The sound truck has become 
an accepted method of political 
campaigning. It is the way people 
are reached. Must a candidate for 
Governor or the Congress depend 
on the whim or caprice of the 
Chief of Police in order to use 
his sound truck for campaigning? 
Must he prove to the satisfaction 
of that official that his noise will 
not to be too annoying to people?” 

Blunt Answer. 

Justice Jackson’s answer to this 
was about as blunt and direct 
as words could make it. Asserting 
that the Supreme Court’s concern 
lest the loud-speakers of political 
candidates be controlled “does not 
worry me,” he said: 

“Even political candidates ought 
not to be allowed irresponsibly to 
set up sound equipment in all 
sorts of public places, and few of 
them would regard it as tactful 
campaigning to thrust themselves 
upon picnicking families who do 
not want to hear their message.” 

Then came the sentence which 
bears the sign of being a hot shot. 
“J think,” said Justice Jackson, 
“the court is overconcerned about 
danger to political candidacies and 
I would deal with that problem 
when, and if, it arises.” 

It is hard to read this dismissal 
of “political candidacies” without 
recalling the continuing political 
activity in behalf of Justice Doug- 
las for the Democratic nomina- 
tion next month. In fact, at the 
very moment the Jackson com- 
ment was handed down in Wash- 
ington an organization known as 
the William O. Douglas for Presi- 
dent Clubs, with headquarters in 
Chicago, was circulating through 
the mail letters and brochures in 
support of Douglas. Only two days 
éarlier Douglas himself had taken 
notice of this political activity by 
authorizing publication of a letter 
in which he disavowed this as’ 
“against my express desires and 
wishes.” " 
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| Justice Jackson’s dissent took 
up the Douglas opinion and dealt 
with it point by point. He was 
so sharp that although there were 
four dissenters, his was a separate 
opinion without concurrence. The 
other dissenters were Justices 
| Frankfurter, Reed and Burton. 
Chief Justice Vinson joined with 
Justices Douglas, Black, Murphy 
and Rutledge to produce the hair- 
line majority. 

The facts add up to a Supreme 
Court case of ‘unusual popular 
interest. To keep down noise on 
the streets and in its park, Lock- 
port, a city of 25,000, passed an 
ordinance prohibiting sound trucks 
and loud speakers, except as per- 
mitted by the Police Chief. Sam- 
uel Saia of Buffalo went to Lock- 
port with a sound truck to am- 
plify lectures of the Jehovah's 
‘Witnesses sect for which he was @ 
minister. He obtained permission 
to string his wires in 5 
park on four successive Sundays. 

When Saia asked to use the 
park for four more Sundays per- 
mission was refused. So he went 
ahead without permit and was 
arrested and convicted. The New 
| York. Court of Appeals upheld the 
ordinance and punishment, 

Attacking the Douglas 
that Saia’s rights of free speec 
and worship had been. violated, 
Justice Jackson said he found the 
decision “neither judicious nor 
sound and to endanger the great 
right of free speech by making it 
ridiculous and obnoxious, more 
than the ordinance in : 
menaces free speech by regulating 
use of loud speakers.” _ 

Public Duty. 

Jackson asserted that precaw- 
tions against annoyance or injury 
were “a duty in supervising publie 
premises,” and continued: 

“T think it is a startling per- 
version of the Constitution to say 
that it wrests away from the states 
and their subdivisions all control 
of the public property so that they 
cannot regulate or prohibit the ir- 
responsible introduction of con- 
trivances of this sort into publiie 
places.” 

On Douglas’s point about free 
exercise of religion, Jackson 
said: “Only a few weeks ago we 
held that the Constitution pro- 
hibits a state’ or municipality from

Beneath the Presidency 


It is fair to ask whether Mr. Truman has 
not carried the so-called folksy, human, im- 
promptu line considerably beyond the bounds of 
ordinary good taste, to say nothing of presi- 
dential dignity, on the cross-country trip which 
he is now completing. 

. The citizen wants his President to be a real 
person. He wants him to be able to tell a joke 
as well as to laugh at one. At the same time, 
he wants his President to conduct himself in a 
manner that comports with the most important 
elective office in the world. Neither desire of 
the citizen is unreasonable. — 

By now it is obvious that there have been too 
many lapses from the proper level of the presi- 
dency on this trip. There have been so many 
lapses, in fact, that they are distracting attention 
from, if they are not covering up altogether, the 
sound, constructive things Mr. Truman said in 
Chicago, Berkeley and other places. 

To take a lesser one first, the President was 
patently undignified in his comment to his Los 
Angeles war buddy. He said: — ; 

When I was in Los Angeles the last time, 

I didn’t really think that I'd ever be Presi- 


dent—nort did I want to be. Now it’s dif- 
ferent. I want to be President. 


It is not sufficient reason for anyone to be 
President simply because he wants to be, and 
the fact is that Mr. Truman represents ideas 
and causes and principles much more important 
than he is personally. If he returns to this 
theme, he would do well to lift his statement 
above the low level of personal desire and pitch 
it in terms of what be believes in. 

* ce He 


When he was presented with a dozen eggs at 
one stop, his comment was that “at least they 
didn’t throw them at me.” This inspired a ques- 
tion from one spectator: “What about throwing 
them at Taft?” Whereupon the President re- 
plied: “I wouldn’t throw fresh eggs at Taft.” 
As our correspondent, Joseph Driscoll, pointed 
out, emphasis was on “fresh.” Thus it followed 
that he might well have considered using un- 
fresh eggs in the manner suggested. 

This may seem a little thing, yet it clearly 
has its important side. For this is the President 
talking about the leader of the majority party 
in the Senate—an opposition leader who hap- 
pens to be a major contender for the office 
which Mr. Truman himself occupies. If rela- 
tions between President and Congress are bad, 
such a remark can only make them worse. The 
remark is no better because it was made on the 
spur of the moment from a train platform. 

From the standpoint of international affairs, 
the reference to Stalin was the worst of all. 
Speaking of the Head of the Russian state, the 
President said “Old Joe” is a “decent fellow,” 
who would keep agreements if he could. “But 
Joe,” he announced is “a prisoner of the 
Politburo.” 

This was twice an error. First, it does not 
square at all with the State Department’s under- 
standing of what goes on in Russia and particu- 
larly the Kremlin. Thus, the remark took the 
President’s own advisers on Russian affairs com- 
pletely by surprise. Second, it was wholly 
lacking in the courtesy which the head of one 
great state should show to the head of another 
great state. “Old Joe” is no more dignified 
than “Old Harry.” 
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But the strangest comment was that which the 
President made about politics at Pocatello. Here 
is what Bert Andrews of the New York Herald 
Tribune quoted him as saying: 7 

I have been in politics a long time, and 
it makes no difference what they say about 
you, if it isn’t so. If they can prove it on 
you, you are in a bad fix indeed. They never 
have been able to prove it on me. 


This baffled everyone around the President. 
It led Edward T. Folliard of the Washington 
Post to write: “Prove what? Was he talking 
about himself in connection with his association 
with the Pendergast machine in Kansas City? 
Or was he referring to the blasts of the Repub- 
licans and Henry A. Wallace?” 

Whatever Mr. Truman was referring to, it was 
the remark of a man on the defensive. One sure 
result was to raise doubts in the minds of many 
who heard him or who read the remark in the 
newspapers. Not by the widest stretch could 
it have helped him or the causes associated with 
him, 

It is unreal to attempt to separate President 
Truman from Candidate Truman, They are one 
and the same. Because of that, Mr. Truman 
should seek the highest common denominator 
rather than a lower one. The standing and 
reputation and good works of -the presidency, 
as long as he occupies his great office, should 
be his overriding consideration. 

Pleasantry has its place and so does camara- 
derie—and even wisecracking. But Harry Tru- 
man clearly has not yet learned that they can be 
grossly out of place. THis is something for the 
President to reflect on as he rides his special 
train back to the White House.

We hope 
this does not mean that the Parole Board is 
going to be content with permitting these gang- 
sters to get away with it. It isn’t enough. 

These gangsters were sent up for 10 years for 
trying to blackmail the movie industry to the 
tune of $1,000,000. When they were nearing the 
time when they could be considered for parole, 
having served a third of their sentences, big 
wheels started turning. Maury Hughes, of Dal- 
las, friend of Attorney General Clark, sought 
dismissal of a mail fraud indictment against 
them. 

Paul Dillon, counsel for Sheriff Dougherty of 
St. Louis, alleged agent of the Capone gang, 
sought a pardon for the four. He was paid 
$10,000 for his services by Ricca and Cam- 
pagna, according to the latter. Attorney Gen- 
eral Clark admitted giving approval to the quash- 
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ing of the indictment which stood in the way of 
the paroles. 

All in all, it was a thoroughly discreditable 
affair, and neither the United States Parole 
Board nor the Department of Justice can point 
to anything to its credit in the matter. The least 
the Parole Board can do by way of amends is 
to get these men promptly back behind bars 
where they belong. 
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Logrolling in European Aid 

The Senate has done well in restoring the 
cuts made in the European aid appropriation by 
the House. If the House will accept the Senate 
version of the bill, the implied pledges of the 
Marshall plan will be fulfilled, at least for the 
first year of its operation. 

There are other changes which the Senate 
should have made and did not. Several groups 
representing special commodities have logrolled 
into the bill selfish provisions which the con- 
ference committee should yet remove. 

For example, the clause requiring that no 


‘ERP funds: shall be used for wool purchases 


until the Commodity Credit Corporation’s stock 
of 240,000,000 pounds is liquidated. This wool 
is of low quality and unsuitable for European 
use, but the Marshall plan countries will use 
it or nothing until this stock of wool is lifted 


| off the American market. 


The bill also requires that 50 per cent of the 
fertilizer to be shipped under ERP shall come 
from Army plants. Since production of the 
Army plants is quite limited, the effect is to 
restrict sharply foreign competition for available 
domestic supplies. 

In much the same way, American milling in- 
terests have obtained a clause requiring that 30.- 
000,000 sacks,.of flour must be sent to Europe 
before the participating countries begin to gct 
the wheat which they would prefer to receive 
and mill for themselves. With amazing gener- 
osity, tobacco Congressman have gotten an allo- 
cation for tobacco much larger than the na- 
tions of western Europe wanted to spend on 
such a luxury. 

In only two instances did the Senate revise 
the bill to set aside schemes for special advan- 
tage. It deleted the dairy bloc’s clause directing 
that not less than $65,000,000 worth of skimmed 
milk be purchased. It also increased from $50.- 
000,000 to $75,000,000 the House limitation on 
purchases of farm machinery. The original bill 
stipulated $81,000,000. 

America’s good faith and unselfish interest 
in seeking European recovery would be made 


considerably more apparent if the conference 


committee removed every one of the amend- 
ments which have been finagled into the bill by 
congressional logrolling.

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20 to 3 for Slum Clearance 

In voting 20 to 3 to put the $16,000,000 anti- 
slum bond issue on the November ballot, the 
Board of Aldermen made a wise decision of 
broad policy. It acknowledged that only the 
community itself can bring the cost of central 
slum land down to where new housing can 
afford to occupy it—and that the purpose is 
worth this price. 

Alderman Redmond, one of the opponents, 
argued that the bill is vague on what is to hap- 
pen to present residents of the Grand-Olive- 
Market-Fourteenth slum and feared that these 
Negro citizens might be left homeless. This, 
certainly, is one of the major problems, but 
Mayor Kaufmann and the Anti-Slum Commission 
have given assurances that present residents 
will be taken care of. 

The Board of Aldermen was right in approving 
the objective now and saving the decisions on 
methods until they can be taken from fuller 
data, 
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The new look in petticoats leaves a man with 
mighty little incentive for keeping his socks up. 
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Babies, Buttons—and Institutions 

A salute to the New Yorker magazine is in 
order for its thoroughly sensible appraisal of 
the Mundt-Nixon bill. In the current “talk of 
the town” department, this wise as well as 
humorous journal says, in part: 

Legislation making it illegal to set up a 
dictatorship in this country seems to us 
frantic—hardly more useful than legislation 
making it illegal for babies to swallow but- 
tons. The babies will swallow the buttons 
if they can get their hands on them. The 
Communists will swallow our democratic in- 
stitutions if they can get their hooks on 
them. Why pass an anti-swallowing law? 
Let’s instead keep an eye on buttons, keep 
an eye on institutions. 


The New Yorker shows more understanding 
of this issue than the House of Representatives. 
We dislike the idea of finding any good in the 
pre-convention jam in Congress, but the coun- 
try may be glad that if any bills are to be stalled 
the misguided Mundt-Nixon venture in the con- 
trol of thought is one of them, 
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Massachusetts Hums with Industry, savs a 
headline. This is the kind that isn’t ho hums, 
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Legislative Foul Play 

In its latest display of arbitrary power, the 
House Rules Committee has voted 6 to 2 to 
table the Taft-Ellender-Wagner housing bill. 
This completes a maneuver commenced by 
Chairman Leo E. Allen when he suggested that 
the Banking Committee reverse itself and strike 
out the public housing provision, whereupon his 
committee would let the narrowed-down meas- 
ure come to a House vote. The Banking Com- 
mittee promptly complied. es 

Such tactics are indefensibie. The Rules 
Committee has a sole duty to schedule an or- 
derly flow of measures approved by the bill- 
writing committees—not to usurp their policy- 
making functions. The Joint Housing Committee, 
the Senate Banking Committee, the Senate itself 
and the House Banking Committee included the 
public housing provision only on thorough consid- 
eration, but Allen’s committee nullifies their 
judgment. Everyone concedes that housing is a 
first-rank national problem but six little men 
take it upon themselves to prevent 435 Congress- 
men from expressing themselves unless the cards 
are stacked exactly as those six want them. 

The sole reason for this behavior is that the 
Old Guard and real estate bloc majority on the 
Rules Committee fear that the House vote would 
go against them. They show rotten sportsman- 
ship, do legislative foul play and make a travesty 
of representative government.

The reason: “The crank, the fanatic, the 
announced enemy of our system of gov- 
ernment, is less dangerous when given op- 
portunity for self-expression, The zealot 
who is not allowed to express his ideas in 
public becomes a martyr and draws adher- 
ents who otherwise would have laughed 


at him.” 
To Protect the Majority 


The committee suggested that since pub- 
lic schools frequently offer the only public 
halls, school boards should permit their use 
for public affairs discussions, 


The committee pointed out, however, 
that in addition to protecting the rights of 
minorities, the state “has an equal responsi- 
bility to protect the rights of the majority.” 
It urged, therefore, that a procedure of 
public disclosure of the origins and moti- 
vations of groups be devised, so that “the 
public can properly determine whether they 
come from an ingenious mind, from a 
‘crackpot’ or from the subversive propa- 
gandist 


This principle of disclosure should also be 
applied to anonymous writings on govern- 


ment, politics, race, creed and other mat- 
ters of public concern, it added. 


Praising newspapers in general for 
“steady improvement of reporting, and the 
separation of opinion from fact in news- 
paper columns,” the committee remarked 
that a “newspaper, particularly where it is 
a monopoly, has the responsibility to see 
that ali sides of every public question are 
presented in its news columns.” 


Caution to the Police 


Protection of the person from “third de- 
gree” police methods is another recurrent 
civil liberties problem, The committee 
pointed out that “two temptations confront 
our law enforcement officers: 


“1, A desire to secure a confession, even 
at the expense of impairment of civil rights 
of the accused, 


“2. A tendency to use evidence obtained 
as a result of a search warrant, for -pur- 
poses unrelated to the cause of the issu- 
ance of such warrant.” 


In discussing generally the rights of 
legislative committees, the group declared: 
“A legislative committee has no judicial 
powers and may make no pronouncement 
as to the consequences, criminal or civil, 
of an individual’s conduct as brought out 
by interrogation at such hearings, nor 
should it permit itself to be drawn into 


side issues, personal to the individual af-. 


fected, which do not advance the real pur- 
pose of the investigation.” 


No Place for Witch Hunts 


The committee considered the question 
of loyalty investigations for state employes, 
but concluded that, unlike the Federal Gov- 
ernment, a state government has few diplo- 
matic or military secrets and that there is 
“no possible need for wholesale loyalty 
checks in New Jersey.” In individual casea 
of suspected disloyalty, the committee urged 
that the person be informed of charges 
against him and be given the opportunity 
to defend himself. 

To secure equality of educational oppor- 
tunity, the committee asked that all school 
boards make effective the new constitu- 
tional. prohibition against segregation in 
public schools, There are only 50 such 
schools remaining in the atate. 

“Every democratic government is de- 
pendent upon and conditioned by public 
opinion,” it said. In the last resort, the 
protection of civil rights is a matter of 
creating a healthy public opinion, and that 
public opinion is largely formed by the edu- 
cational experiences of the individual citi- 
zen,

Implications of the Atom

This non-technical study of the control 
of atomic energy is dedicated by the 
authors to Senator Brien D. McMahon 
and Congresswoman Helen Gahagan Doug- 
las, “two of the people’s representatives 
who saw far and who saw clearly.” More 
than any other legislators, these two helped 
secure enactment of one of the most con- 
troversial and historic measures ever to 
come before Congress—-the Atomic Energy 
Act setting up the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. 

Newman, described in a Post-Dispatch 
profile once as “the brainiest man in Wash- 
ington”—-a quotation attributed to his 
friends---served during the war as head of 
the Science Division of the Office of War 
Mobilization, as White House adviser on 
science and atomic energy legislation, and 
later wrote most of the Atomic Coatrol 
Act in his capacity as counsel to the Senate 
Special Committee on Atomic Energy, of 
which Senator McMahon was chairman, 
Miller assisted Newman in the OWM and 
in drafting the atomic control legislation, 
A fellowship granted Newman by the Guge 
genheim Memorial Foundation led to the 
writing of this penetrating and readable 
analysis of the social, economic and politi- 
cal implications of atomic energy.

“Make no mistake,” the authors state in 
their introduction, “the Atomic Energy Act 
is a radical piece of legislation—in some 
respects as radical and unprecedented as 
the scientific discovery that occasioned it, 
It is, in sober fact. an act without prece- 
dent in the legislative history of this or 
any other country. ; 

“Never before have men in any state at- 
tempted to provide in advance for rational 
control of the forces to be unleashed.” 

After detailing the structure and powers 
of the commission, of which David E. Lili- 
enthal is still the embattled chairman, the 
authors attempt to 
show how its policies 
are destined to af- 
fect, not only the na- 
tion’s military secur- 
ity, but our foreign 
policy, industry, 
prices, employment, 
dissemination of in- 
formation, and in the 
end, the structure of 
society itself. 

“Completion of the 
task of constructing 
the atomic bomb,” 
they point out, “cre 
ated a complex of 
political, social and 
economic problems beside which the tech- 
nological difficulties already mastered ap- 
pear simple, for man has at last produced 
an instrument powerful enough to destroy 
society.” ; 

Herein lies the real importance of the 
book, for there have been many earlier 
works ably explaining atomic energy but 
short on social implications. For example, 
one of the most noteworthy chapters takes 
up the significant problem of control of - 
atomic information, with its relevance to 
scientific research, freedom of thought and 
expression, and foreign relations, The at- 
thors, while well aware of the necessity 
for internal security in the administration 
of the act, point a warning finger at over- 
ly-restrictive interpretations, lest leading 
nuclear physicists “abandon their preoc- 
cupation with the inanimate atomic nucleus 
and turn their energies to the study of 
Lepidoptera, a more secure if less exciting 
activity.”

At the northeast corner of the 
park, the tower used by the Army 
for machine gun practice when 
the area was an ammuition dump, 
affords a panorama of many 
miles, 

From another elevated area of 
ground, at the northwest section 
of the area, one can see in the 
distance far below the Pevely 
Dairy Farms, the long straight 
line of the Frisco Railroad tracks 
and the Meramec river at the foot 
of bluffs. 

There are few reminders: of the 
Army’s former occupation, with 
the exception of 52 “igloos” for 
storing ammunition which are 
along the main road a few miles 
in from the entrance on High- 
way 66. 

Near the west side of the park

RUFUS M. JONES DIES; 
LEADER OF QUAKERS 


Former Head of Friends Serv- 
ice Committee; Haverford 
College Philosopher. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 17 (AP) 


known Quakers in America and an 
organizer of the American Friends 
Service Committee, died yesterday 
at his suburban Haverford home. 
He was 83 years old. 


Dr Jones helped found the 
American Friends Committee in 
1917 and headed it as chairman 
until 1944 when he was made hon- 
orary head of the group. 

He was born in South China, 
Me., and was graduated from Ha- 
verford College in 1885, the year 
the college celebrated its fiftieth 
anniversary. Fifty years later in 
1935, Dr. Jones as professor emeri- 
tus of philosophy helped celebrate 
Haverford’s centennial. 

He was appointed instructor. of 
Philosophy at Haverford in 1893 
and taught philosophy and ethics 
éhere until his retirement in 1934. 
He devoted much of his career 
to investigating, teaching and 
clarifying concepts of living in 
harmony with the emphasis upon 
inner spiritual experiences which 
characterize the tenets of the So- 
ciety of Friends. 
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Rufus M. Jones preached the 
flower sermon at Christ Church 
Cathedral, St. Louis, in the spring

Only in its effort to 
overrun Jerusalem's new area has 
it failed. 

Jews More Succesful. 


Yet the Jews who suffered 
these defeats have been more suc- 
cessful generally than has King 
Abdullah, They have kept nearly 
inviolate the strategically unten- 
able boundaries of their tiny state.

It is a virtual certainty that the /angles are at Jenin, Tulkarm and 
American and British govern- | Nablus.) 
ments have agreed that the state 
of Israel is an existing fact, that 
it must be recognized without 
undue delay, and that the govern- 
ments of the Arab states have 
been so informed by both major 
powers. 

This agreement has come about 
as a result of military events in 
Palestine itself. The Arabs have 
had their chance to do what they 
always boasted they could do— 
that is, to drive the Jews into the 
sea.

Jackson then quoted from 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes in 
Baldwin vs, Missouri against “the 
ever increasing scope given the 
Fourteenth Amendment in cutting 
down the constitutional rights of 
| the states.” Jackson said these 
words were disregarded in 
Holmes’ time” and even less 
heeded now.” 


Frankfurter Dissent. 


Justice Frankfurter’s dissent, fn 
which Reed and Burton joined, 
said he could not agree that to a 
| denial of controls “so as to safe- 
| guard the rights of others not te 
be assailed by intrusive noise but 
_to be free to put their freedom 
of mind and attention to uses of 
their own choice.” 

Here are threads pulled from 
this main dissenting opinion: 

“Municipalities have conscien- 
tiously sought to deal with the 
new problems to which sound 
equipment has given rise and have 
(devised various methods of con- 
‘trol to make city life endurable.., 
The native power of human speech 
| can interfere little with the self- 
protection of those who do not 
wish to listen. .. . Judicial reme 
dies are available for abuse ‘of 
authority and courts, including 
this court, exist to enforce such 
| remedies.” 
| Remarking that the Founding 
~ | Bathers “had the street outside 
Independence Hall covered with 
‘earth so that their deliberations 
might not be disturbed by passing 
traffic,” Justice Frankfurter said 
that “our democracy presupposes 
the deliberative process as a con- 
dition of thought and of responsi- 
ble choice by the electorate.” 

In view of that, Frankfurter said 
he thought to the framers of the 
Constitution “it would hardly seem 
a proof of progress in the devélop- 
/ment of our democracy that the 
blare of sound trucks must be 
treated as a necessary medium in 
the deliberative process.” 

To a spectator it might seem 
that the Supreme Court without a 
loud speaker pretty much managed 
to achieve the same effect in the 
case of Samuel Saia, appellant vs.

NEW CASTLE, N. H., June 17 
(AP)—The nation’s governors 
called yesterday for “an adequate 
civilian defense program.” 

They declared in a resolution 
adopted at the closing session of 
the National Conference of Gov- 
ernors that “the exigencies of the 
world today makes such a pro- 
gram vitally necessary.” 


Its establishment and “effective 
operation is an all important part 
of the first line of security for 
the nation and the states,” the 
governors maintained. 

The conference pledged support |, 
of a “properly conceived” civilian 
defense program and said expe- 
rience during the last war had 
demonstrated that “efficient op- 
eration cannot be achieved unless 
th® Federal Government will work 
with and through the state gov- 
ernments.” 

At a discussion prior to action 
on the resolution, the governors 
agreed the United States must re- 
vitalize its civilian defense pro- 
gram because of the unsettled in- 
‘j}ternational situation. 

The conference adopted a reso- 
lution asking the Federal Gov- 
ernment to “withdraw from or re- 
duce those taxes which can best 
be administered by state and local 
governments,” 

Specifically the governors urged 
the Federal Government to with- 
{draw from taxation of gasoline 
and highway users, adding that 
until it does “all revenues from 
these’ sources should be used for 
the expansion and improvement of 
the highways of the nation.” — 

Qther resolutiong called for ex- 
tension of local taxing powers, 
statehood for Alaska and Hawaii, 
federal-state co-operation in the 
development of airports programs 
and more extensive interstate co- 
operation for regional institutional 
care, educational facilities, flood 

trol, water pollution control, 
fos protection and other activ- 
es.

VERHEARD on a radio serial 

(Ford. Bond): “NESS-uh-sree”

on Burglaries 


Head of F.B.I. Outlines Safety-First Measures for Home Owners 
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By J. Edgar Hoover 


AST year, 373,450 burglaries 
iF occurred in the United States, 
39.8 per cent of them involv- 
ing residences. In other words, 
more than 148,000 American homes 
were burglarized. This is a rate 
considerably above 12,000 a month. 
Every vacationer might well ask 
himself, “Is my home one of the 
12,000 that will be robbed while 
Iam away?” 

The variations in structure, lay- 
out and location of individual 
homes make it impossible for any- 
one to lay down ironclad proced- 
ures that will guarantee the safety 
of any untenanted residence. Yet 
there are certain precautions 
which might minimize the risk 
that everyone takes when he 
leaves his home deserted during 
vacation time. 

1. Don’t let casual, unknown 
callers at your door or unidenti- 
fied loiterers in the neighborhood 
know that you plan to go away. 

2. Do not give anyone the im- 
pression that you keep in your 
home such valuables as money or 
jewelry or other .properties that 
could be converted easily to the 
use of a thief. Such information 
as this can quite innocently leak 
through neighbors or tradespeople 
and become a strong temptation 
to someone who otherwise might 
never think of burglarizing your 
home. 

3. Be sure that all door deliv- 
ery services (such as milk and 
mewspapers) are stopped in ad- 
vance of your departure so that 
there will not be an accuumulation 
of material at your front door te 
advertise your absence. 

4. Make arrangements to have 
your mail forwarded or held to 
avoid an accumulation noticeable 
to passers-by, 

). Make arrangements with a 
neighbor to remove daily all cir- 
culars or announcements that may 
be left at your front door. 

6. Be sure that a near-by neigh- 
bor (who will not be away at the

same time you are) knows exactly 
when you leave and when you 
expect to return so that he can 
report to police any activity he 
sees around your place during 
your absence. 

7. Let your neighbor know ex- 
actly where you are and how you 
can be reached so that if there is 
a burglary the police can contact 
you if they need information to 
assist them in their investigation. 


8. Be sure that all doors, win- 


dows, and screens are securely 
fastened (with special locks if nec- 
essary). A recent police survey 
in a large city revealed that over 
100 doors to business establish- 
ments were left unlocked at night, 


This kind of carelessness is re-- 


peated often in private dwellings. 


9. Within the limits of plausi- 
bility, leave your home looking as 
normal as possible. Try to avoid 
drawing your blinds and shades 
in such a way as to give your 


home a “shut-up” appearance. 

10. If at all possible, arrange- 
ments should be made to have 
any particularly vulnerable areas 
of your dwelling illuminated at 
night. It should be noted that 
more than 81 per cent of the 373,- 
450 burglaries occurring in 1947 
were committed at night. If there 
is a rear door or cellar entrance 
located on a dark side of your 
house where burglars can prowl 
unnoticed, a small light might 
well be kept burning there at 
night. Few burglars will try to 
sneak through a lighted doorway 
or window.

HETHER you can arrange to 

have these vulnerable areas 

illuminated while you are 
away will depend on your individ- 
ual circumstances. In some homes 
such outside lights are installed 
with dual switches—one inside the 
house and one outside, near the 
garage door or on the outside fac- 
ing of a rear door, for example. 
Under such conditions it might be 
possible to have a neighbor turn 
the lights on each night and off 
each morning. 

11. Be -sure that all garage 
doors are closed. Open garage 
doors indicate your absence. 

12. Do not leave notes to let 
callers know that you are away. 

13. Do not leave your key in 
any of the conventional front- 
porch hiding places. 

14. If you should return from 
your vacation and discover that 
your home has been robbed, do 
not make an amateurish crime- 
scene search yourself, Notify the 
police at once and let them 
do all the searching inside and 
outside the house. Let no one 
touch anything in the house where 
the burglar may have left ‘inger- 
prints, and do not walk around in 
the yard and destroy any foot- 
prints that he may have left. 
Leave everything exactly as the 
burglar left it and give the police 
a chance to make an intelligent 
investigation.

South, for his part was not con- 
vinced, and answered that it had 
been all very well for North to ex- 
tend a vague slam invitation, but 
the fact remained that South had 
been void of North’s first response, 
diamonds, and therefore could not 
feel too confident about disposing 
of his four losing spades. It was 
apparent, South said, that the op- 
ponents would open clubs, and 
everything pointed to the fact that 
the club ace was off the hand; if 
North had two small spades, he 
would have to have good diamonds 
indeed to take care of South’s los- 
ers; and even.if North supplied a 
singleton spade, he would scarcely 
have enough trumps, on his bid- 
ding, to afford safe ruffs of sev- 
eral spades. 

Due consideration reveals a 
great deal of logic:in South's 
stand. The crucial point was that 
North’s slam invitation was badly 
couched. Instead of the nonde- | 
script five-heart bid, North should.
